William Clark, formerly editor and 


owner of the Delhi Express, now cdit- 
ng a paper at Rural Valley In the soft 
coal fields near Pittsburgh. Pa., who 
s stopping with his daughter, Mrs. 
Fred Toumans. at Delhi, while recu- 
perating from a. recent attack of the 
nfluenta, 
was 
in 
the city Friday 


and a pleasant caller at The Star of- 
fice. 


Mr. Clark in discussing the coal 


strike declared that the rank and file 
of the miners did not desire a strike, 
but the' leaders of their organization 
did. He says that much of the trou- 
ble centers around the check oft. Dur- 
ing the war the government said to 
the mining companies you must oper- 
ate the mines and the unions said you 
must collect the dues from the miners 
and turn them over to the organiza- 
tion. 
The companies consented, but 


now they refuse longer to collect the 
dues to the miners organisation, say- 
ing that it is none of their concern, 
whether the miners pay or not. 


Mr. Clark says that many of the min- 


ers would neglect to pay these dues 
if the matter is left to their own 
volition and that the unions would 
be weakened. The individual miners 
are not prepared for a Ions; strike and 
already some of them are feeling the 
pinch of slack work. 
He told of 


some SO calls for assistance, and that 
24 of the 30 families had a motor car. 
The cara were bought during tne war 
period when mdney was abundant and 
now they can neither use nor rea- 
lize on their cars. 


Many of the miners are returning 


to the old country, he said and some 
of them will not return. The sit- 
uation is serious in the bituminous

Captain la Compelled to Navigate Hla 


Ship According te Order* of Pirate 
Chief—Bullion, Paasanflara" Money 
and J«w*lry Collected at Leisure- 
Captain la Compensated by Chief 
for Gold Watch Taken From Kun 
by On* of Band. 


The most polite pirate extant Is the 


chief of the band that looted the 
steamer Kwang Lee on tlie China sea I 
recently. An account has reached this 
countrv of this remarkable cose of 
piracy," in which $120,00(1 In bullion 
and passengers' -money and Jewelry 
was stolen and a native passenger was 
munlered. 


The Kwang Lee, 1.400 tons, owned 


by the Chtaa Merchants' Steam Navi- 
gation company, commanded by Can- 
taiu Lindsay Crawford, left Shang- 
hai on Dec. 13 for Hongkong with a 
general cargo and 280 Chinese pas- 
sengers. All went well until Dec. 15, 
when, off Ainoy, two Chinese passen- 
gers entered the captain's cabin at 
midday, pointed revolvers at him and 
fired a blank cartridge. Captain Craw- 
ford was forced out of the cabin and 
told if he offered any resistance he 
would be instantly shot and thrown 
overboard. Ee was ordered along the 
•main deck and shown Into the mess- 
room, where he fonnd the second en- 
gineer. Arnied sentries were placed on 
guard at the door and shortly after- 
ward the chief engineer and other of- 
ficers were made prisoners.

It I* not 
difficult, then, to understand that 
a sudden electrical blow would 
create an alternating current la 
a circuit containing a condenser 
and a coll ot wire In aeriea. This 
blow would be the result of a sud- 
denly applied electromotive force. 
The frequency of this alternating 
current which would then flow 
would depend only upon the char- 
acteristic* ot the circuit. It th« 
electromotive force were applied 
in step with the current swings It 
would take only a comparatively 
small pressure, applied at the 
proper times, ^o keep the current 
changing between Urge values of 
strength.
